The spirit of the 
law is the protection of the bill-holders. 
The effict of the Commissionere’ action is 
to protect the wild-eatters. 

It is readily perceived that the Commis 
sioners, in making their official cal! of the 
24th ult,, selected generally the banks se- 
cured almost exclusively by Southern 
bends to be called upon, and those 
secured in like degree by Northern 
bonds excepted from the call There 
are several exceptions to this rule—the 
Bank of Brooklyn, Bank ef Dlinois, Bank 
of Jackson County, Bond County Bank, 
Kankakee Bank, Marshall County Bank, 
Olympic Bank, and Western Bank of Lili- 
nois, all of which were omitied from the 
call, having a majority of Southern bonds. 
So far as the role was adhered to, it doubt- 
leas seemed, at the time the call was made, 
a wise and proper policy. But what has 
been the result? The comparatively 
worthless bonds are thrown open to the 
. ‘public to be realized upon, and the good 
_ ones are withheld. The suffering bill- 
holders are allowed to goto the Auditor 
and take that which is good for nothing 
but are refused the privilege of taking that 

from which they could get back their 
money! Is this wise? Is it just? 

The subject is by no means exhausted, 
“bub we prefer to postpone its further con- 
sideration to another time. The plain 
English of it is that the people will tolerate 
no more “ banking” in the sloughs and de- 
files of Egypt. They will tolerate no more 
currency which is not redeemed, free of 
cost, ata central point, and whatever ef- 
forts are put forth by this man or that man 
to “save his charter”—whatever facilities 
are afforded to this or that man by the 
Bank Commissioners, to enable him to do 

so—will all come to nought unless this 

specie system is practiced from day to day 
in the sight of the people, and where they 
can all realize its benign effects. So long 
‘as wehave any influence with the farming 
abd mercantile community, it shal! be exer- 
ted to put down and keep down the per- 
nicious system which has vexed us s0 
long.

OUR CAIRO LETTER

Oh Wednesday night last, autbentic informa 


tion reached General Prentiss thet a band of | 
some teventy or eighty reffianly seces«ionists 
had located themselves in Camp at Elliott's 
Mills, some ten wiles below this point, on the 
Kentucky side, and that they were indalging | 
in the secession privilege of either robbing or 
compelling to join thelr ranks, all the Union 
men tw that part of Kentucky. I. was the desire’ 
of the Kentuckians who sent word of these 
outreges, that Gen. Prenties shon!d send down | 
there a force sufficiently large to drive off the 
rascals, and consequently, abogt 11 o'clock at 
night, the econting steamer employed here 


wae made ready and received on board two 
companies of choice men. The eteamer 
éroppeé down as as possible to Elliott's 
Milis, but when our troops disembarked and 
paraded to the ae of the rebels it was dis- 
covered that they taken a hasty departure, 
leaving their camp fires burning, and much of 
there equippage bebind. Our troops took 
poesereion of the camp, through sentinels, 
and remained there until] morniog, when no 
Pn appearing they returned to Camp De 
ce. 
Information of the above facts having 
reached Col. Wickliffe, who claims to repre- 
sent the sovereignty or armed neutrality of 
Old Kentucky, and who is the right bower of 
Gor. Magofia, that gentleman waxed wroth, 
end straightway cetme across the Ohio to Camp 
Defiance, to protest against the invasion of 
that eunuch State by the Federal troops. He 
claimed to be the official representative of his 
State, but in this interview wished to act in a 
semi official character. It was the wish—the 
demand—of Gov. pte snd aleo of, Col. 
Wickliffe, that the offence should not 
under any circumstances, be repeated. Nen- 
trality was the bow which Ken. 
tucky worshipped—which was to lead them 
out of their captivity—and it mest be respect- 
ed. A pleasant Cciscussion, lasting for nearly 
an hour, ensued between Cen. Prentiss and 
Col. WickIiffe, which ended in the General
